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Two cats rescued from 


blazing house fire

Two cats were reported inside the 
house at 205 Roland Street in the city of 
Belleville when fire erupted at about 3:52 
p.m. Friday. 
Belleville Police Officer Sarah 
Dzagulones entered the home that was 
filling with smoke and carried out a black 
cat. She was holding it upside down and 
when she passed it on to a person outside, 
it got away, but was caught and put in a 
carrier. 
She reentered the house, went upstairs 
and looked under the bed, where the 
owners said the other cat might be located, 
but the smoke was getting too thick and 
she couldn’t see, so she left the house. She 
said she left all doors ajar so the missing 
cat could escape. 
Belleville Fire Chief Brian Loranger said 


after the fire was extinguished, fire fighters 
found the second cat in the kitchen, wet but 
alive. 

Chief Loranger said at first it was said the 
homeowner was trying to remove insects 
from the attic with smoke and that is what 
started the fire. But, Chief Loranger said 
when fire fighters returned Friday night 
to deal with a “hot spot” they were able to 
see that an electrical outlet on the first floor 
was blackened and it is now believed to be 
the source of the fire. 

Chief Loranger told the city council on 
Monday that the old house had a lathe 
and plaster construction with drywall on 
top and balloon construction. The fire 
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went upward inside the walls to the three 
separate attic spaces and to the roof where 
it erupted in flames. 

He said in older homes there is nothing 
to keep the fires from traveling upward 
inside the walls. Also, he said, often old 
homes have old electrical systems. He said 
a couple of circuit breakers had tripped. 

Belleville Fire Department called in 
mutual aid requests to Van Buren Township 
and Sumpter fire departments, who arrived 
at once. Chief Loranger said the old fire 
hydrant that was just 50 feet from the fire 
truck didn’t have a large enough feed, so 
they had to attach to another hydrant at the

Belleville opens two bids for seawall repair, may consider other option

In December the city of Belleville 
received a single bid of $341,000 for 
Doane’s Landing seawall repair. That 
was too much, so they changed the 
specifications some and went out for bids 
again. 

On Monday, Clerk Sherri Scharf opened 
two new bids for seawall repair, one for 
$365,589 from Todd Services of Hamburg, 
MI and one for $295,000 from Lakeside 
Landscaping of Taylor. 

Fire Chief Brian Loranger said he would 
give the administration his personal 
opinion on one of the bidders in private. 

When asked why a landscaping company 
would be eligible to fix a seawall, 
DPW Director Rick Rutherford said no 
one invited to bid did not have proper 
credentials for the work. 

Adam Younglove of Michigan Marine 
Dredging Co. of South Rockwood was 
in the audience. He said he did not bid 
because he did not think the job needed 
everything in the bid specifications. 

He asked if they had considered repair 
instead of rebuilding, which he felt was 
called for. He said poor engineering and 
poor work were what led to the present 
problem. The quality of the metal is good, 
he said. 


“The workmanship and engineering are 
at fault and we felt it could be repaired,” 
Younglove said. 

Rutherford said the city had no information 
on the engineering of the seawall and he 
depended on the geotechnical studies. 

He asked Younglove to get a proposal 
together andhe would have the geotechnical 
engineer assess it. 

“We will entertain whatever,” Rutherford 
said. 

Rutherford said when the seawall was 
installed, before his time, they didn’t have 
the proper hammers and they cut the tops 
off when they couldn’t hammer it down. 
The top failed, but the bottom is holding. 

He said the engineers felt they should 
drive in new sheets. 

Younglove estimated that $90,000 worth 
of work would repair both the city and 
condo seawalls, and he went through what 
would be done. 

He said also the geotech fabric and 
peagravel would be put in place so the 
water from the surface has a place to go. 

“It got top-heavy,” Younglove said. 

Rutherford said the rods were undersized, 
too, and the openings for them were much 
bigger showing they were for bigger rods. 

“The thing isn’t even welded together,” 
Younglove said. 

“With the proper ‘deadman’ it wouldn’t 


have failed,” said Chris Zweng. 

The council voted to turn the bids over to 
the administration to assess and also look 
at other options. 

Councilman Tom Fielder mentioned 
the time factor and, “We have to move 
forward.” 

In other business at Monday’s hour-long 
meeting, the council: 

e Called a public hearing for 7:30 p.m., 
May 7 to consider any objections to the 
vacation of Fourth Street from the alley to 
Charles Street for the library construction; 

e Passed resolutions to approve the 
Definitive Transfer Agreement with 
Wayne County for the Downriver Utility 
Wastewater Authority and authorize 
the city’s representative to vote for the 
agreement when it comes before the 
DUWA board. Mayor Kereen Conley 
is city representative and Rutherford is 
backup rep.; 

e Approved the preliminary timetable 
for work on the 2018-19 city budget. The 
proposed budget will be presented to the 
council at a special meeting at 6 p.m., 
Monday, April 30, and then discussed at 
6 p.m., May 7. Further meetings may be 
set in the future, leading up to the June 4 
public hearing and adoption of the budget; 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$70,206.72 and the following purchases in 


excess of $500: to Blue Ribbon Contracting, 
$8,330 for sewer repair on N. Liberty and 
$3,090 for sewer repair on Edison; to Tri 
Co. Water & Sewer, $2,800 for city hall 
plumbing repair in the women’s bathroom 
and $1,100 for replacement of tile in the 
women’s bathroom at city hall; and to 
Wise Technologies, $651.22 for computers 
/ network; 

e Heard an update on the proposed 
community garden and directed those 
working on the project to get a detailed 
recommendation from the Parks and 
Recreation Commission to present to the 
city council; 

e Discussed the continued delayed 
completion of the city’s web site redesign 
that was contracted for in August. City 
Manager Diana Kollmeyer said they need 
panoramic pictures of the city and if she 
can’t find people who will provide them 
without charge, they may have to hire a 
photographer. Fire Chief Loranger asked 
if the site couldn’t go up without pictures 
which could be added at a later time. 
“Seems like it’s been a long time ... this 
didn’t happen at the speed contracted for,” 
he said. Kollmeyer said she is not sure 
it’s their fault and it is partially the city’s 
fault. She said Townweb doesn’t know 
the city and the city had to come up with

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Sumpter Twp. accepts insurance proposal from Burnam Flower

At its March 27 meeting, the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees unanimously 
accepted the insurance package presented 
for $118,224 from John Johnson of 
Burnham & Flower Insurance Group. 

Last year’s annual premium was $131,440 
and the premium in 2007 was $222,497. 

Burnham & Flower has been the 
township’s insurance company for 20 
years and part of the Michigan Township 
Participating Plan much of that time. Larry 
Clever, the longtime agent, has retired and 
Jeff McCray took a position with the Par 
Plan. 

This insurance renewal takes effect April 
1. 

The new agent is John Johnson who 
explained the premium drop is because the 
township is limiting claims and over the 
last five to ten years claims have dropped 
significantly. 

He said safety risk and safety grants to 
the township have totaled $10,000 and they 
have implemented a dividend program that 
returned just below $17,000 last year. 

Johnson said the program supplies 
broad coverage for general liability, 
wrongful acts, law enforcement, fire 
department, vehicles, buildings, and, new 
this year, AD&D (accidental death and 
dismemberment) for the board. He said 
also new this year is non-monetary defense 
coverage. 

He said his firm comes out and counsels 
the township on needed changes and offers 
seminars. He said a look at the five- and 
ten-year claims history has caused the 
reduction in premium. 

Township attorney Rob Young said 
Sumpter has been accused of having 
excessive claims and that the insurance 
company was going to drop the township. 
This proves otherwise, he said. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy said the premium 
actually is $102,000 if the township gets 
$16,000 back in premium. He said the 
township would pay less now than in 1999 
when they paid $111,000 and didn’t get a 
premium. 

John Johnston of Nickel & Saph 
representing Trident Insurance Company 
quoted a premium of $107,900 plus 
another $780 to cover the clerk, deputy 
clerk, treasurer, and deputy treasurer. 

He said his firm is a part of the Michigan 
Township Association and covers more 
than 100 different municipalities. He also 


gave a comprehensive report on what his 
insurance program covered. 

In other business at the March 27 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the rezoning of 3.655 acres 
of property split from the southwest corner 
of 48651 Harris Road from the existing 
Single Family Residential (R-2) zoning 
district to the Agricultural (AG) zoning 
district with the dimensions not to exceed 
419 feet by 380 feet, as recommended by 
the planning commission; 

e Approved the planning commission’s 
recommendation to approve a special 
land use permit to allow a 175-foot 
communication tower facility, contingent 
on rezoning of the property to AG and 
township planner’s recommendations; 

e Heard Trustee Don LaPorte, who is board 
liaison to the police and fire departments, 
announce he was stepping down as health 
and safety officer for the fire department 
and will just be a fire fighter and focus on 
his services to the community. He said he 
was not at the fire department as much as 
needed because there was too much on his 
plate, such as being a good husband and 
going to Ford Motor Co. “I apologize to 
the fire fighters for not being here when 
they needed me. I hope the chief will find 
someone to appoint for this position”; 

e Approved the request of Collin Lynch to 
be demoted from lieutenant to fire fighter. 
Trustee LaPorte said Lynch volunteered 
his demotion because he didn’t have time 
to be a good father and didn’t have time 
any more to do the extra work at the fire 
department; 

e Approved attorney Young’s report 
which was a brief statement on how he will 
be negotiating with Republic Waste and the 
Belleville Area District Library and how he 
will bring a report on new legislation. Then 
he gave the floor to Public Safety Director 
Eric Luke who presented a request for 
$2,196.84 in expenditures for a switch 
for a computer network and another piece 
of equipment. Having the new switch on 
site April 3 would save money because 
the IT person will be present when other 
equipment is being installed. Director Luke 
said it’s on this coming year’s budget, but 
if he waited until after the budget was in 
effect to get the expenditure approved it 
would be too late. He said the new price 
is $600 cheaper than it was in January. 
Director Luke’s request was not on the 
agenda, but it was approved as part of the 
approval of Young’s attorney report;

e Heard resident Mary Ban announce she 
is still receiving mail with a Van Buren 
Township address, although she lives in 
Sumpter Township and had always, until 
now, had a Belleville address.

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Sumpter Township accepts $12.8 million budget for 2018-19

After a public hearing on March 27, 
the Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
unanimously accepted a $12,790,996 
proposed budget for fiscal year 2018-19 
that was to begin April 1. 

Sumpter Finance Director Scott A. Holtz, 
who was hired Oct. 16 to replace the 
retiring director, presented the proposed 
budget during the public hearing. While 
in the past Jim Glahn, CPA, presented a 
booklet of charts and reports on separate 
budgets at the budget hearing, Holtz 
presented one page. 


The total budget revenues were: general 
fund, $4,974,995; fire fund, $580,050; 
police fund, $1,082,850; royalties, 
$2,604,000; rubbish fund, $331,400; water 
fund, $3,177,701; and other governmental 
funds, $40,000, totaling $12,790,996. 

Expenses totaled $12,516,234, leaving a 
$274,762 surplus. 

General Fund 

Holtz presented a verbal summary of 
the budget, noting expense projections 
for the general fund were decreased by 
3.3% for the upcoming budget year. He 
said they are directly related to Auditing 
Services ($25,000), salary savings of the 
financial director position ($13,185 salary

and benefits), and one-time capital projects 
budgeted in the 2017-18 budget year. 

General fund revenue projections were 
decreased by 3%, directly related to not 
transferring as much to the general fund 
from the royalties fund ($280,000). 

Some of the general fund expenses 
planned are upgrades to the township 
board room and police equipment: 

e Eleven new board chairs to replace worn 
and broken chairs currently used - $3,300; 

e Two flat-panel monitors for viewing 
presentations during meetings - $4,000; 

e Upgrade of microphone system in 
township board room - $11,000; 

e Upgrade of cable station equipment for 
broadcasting - $15,000 (paid by royalties 
from cable access fees); 

e BS&A Purchasing Module - $8,100; 

e Eight in-car mobile tactical computers 
- $34,700 (paid through Forfeiture Fund); 

e Thirteen body armor vests - $9,200 
(paid through Forfeiture Funds with 
possible Department of Justice grant to pay 
for half); 

¢ Two Ford Interceptor Utilities Police 
Vehicles - $64,850; and 

e One hundred new folding chairs for the 
Senior Center - $2,900. 

Fire Fund 

Under the Fire Fund, Holtz said revenue 
projections were decreased by 6.1% and 
this is directly related to the one-time 
grant for turnout gear. Expenses are also 
decreased 13.4% to save for a new fire 
truck earmarked for 2020. 

Other expenses planned for the Fire 
Fund are $26,000 for fixing tanker truck, 
$5,000 lockers for station #2, and $7,000

Holtz said currently there are drain issues 
at Station #1.The current bid to fix it is more 
than a year old and is between $7,600 and 
$11,100. He said he has recommended that 
they complete a new request for proposals, 
complete with a pre-bid meeting to answer 
questions by contractors. The amount is 
not included in the proposed budget. When 
the recommendation is presented to the 
board, he will include a recommended 
budget adjustment to fund this project. 
Police Fund 

Holtz said revenue projections were 
increased by 11% and directly related to 
the increase in Taxable Value (2.1%) and 
the payment of Delinquent Property Tax 
from the prior year (historically 8%). 

Expenses also increased 7.7% which 
related to the transfer to the General Fund 
to cover additional expenses within the 
department. 

Royalty Revenues 

Holtz reported that royalty revenues from 
the landfill are flat. For the 2017-18 budget 
year, Sumpter received four payments that 
were less than the prior budget year, but 
still has received $83,835 increase over the 
prior budget year. 

Expenses are decreased by 2.3% which 
is directly related to the decreased transfer 
to general fund. 

Holtz reported that methane gas royalties 
are not at a break-even point at the landfill, 
so there are no royalties from the methane. 
Rubbish Fund 

Holtz reported revenue projections were 
increased by 16.3% and are directly related 
to the increase that was approved on Feb. 
20, 2018. 

Expense projections were increased 
by 1%, but the township is currently 
negotiating terms of the rubbish contract 
with Republic Service. 

Water Fund 

Holtz reported revenue projections were 
increased by 33.6% and this is directly 
related to the infusion from the Royalties 
Fund to cover the refinanced Debt Service 
($232,000) and an increase to water/sewer 
rates of $13.5%.

Expense projections were increased 4.1% 
and this is directly related to an increase 
in maintenance projections of 2% and a 
projected water increase from Great Lakes 
Water Authority of 2%. 

Water fund expenditures planned include 
$35,000 to rehabilitate the Martinsville 
Wet Well and $10,000 to replace the 
Vensorb Odor Control at the Sumpter Road 
Wet Well. 

Sumpter Treasurer Peggy Morgan 
questioned the $26,000 in the fire budget to 
fix up a water tanker truck that is 25 years 
old. 


Private 


Fire Chief Joe Januszyk said it would be 
better to go out for bids and get the new 
fire truck now instead of spending money 
on an old truck. He asked if there was a 
possible grant for a truck. 

Holtz said just because it was in the 
budget didn’t mean it had to be spent on 
fixing Truck #31. He said there could be a 
possible loan from the royalty fund. They 
could keep interest to a minimum and pay 
it to the royalty fund. 

Township attorney Rob Young noted that 
more than $100,000 was saved in “audit” 
payments in the new budget. 

Holtz said there had been a full-time 
accountant for the township from Ron 
Traskos’ office that did the normal day-to- 
day accounting services, about the last two 
years. 

Holtz said he now does those services as 
part of his job. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy said when the 
township went out for a new financial 
director, they wanted him to bring those 
services in house. 

Treasurer Morgan said Holtz should get 
a board agenda before expenditures are 
approved, referring to the last meeting 
where the board approved a salary raise 
for the new public safety director before

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telling Holtz about it. 

“I will work with Dawn (Deputy Clerk 
Hadyniak) and Esther (Clerk Hurst) to stay 
up to date on what’s going on,” he said. 

Fire Chief Januszyk said the 1993 Engine 
went out of certification five years ago and 
in 2020 another goes out of certification. 
He said if you refurbish one for $150,000 
it would give it a 10-year extension, 
but in 2028 both engines will be out of 
certification. 

He said two trucks would cost about $1 
million. 

Treasurer Morgan asked Chief Januszyk 
for his opinion on the budgeted repairs. 

He said two years ago he paid $8,000 for 
a repair and, “I got my head ripped off.” 

Now they want to spend $30,000 on 
something that they are going to get rid of, 
he said. 

He said it’s supposed to be $26,000, but 
while you’re working on an old vehicle, 
other stuff falls apart. 

Trustee Don LaPorte, board liaison to 
the police and fire departments, said if they 
aren’t going to keep it, they shouldn’t fix it. 
He asked if there was enough equipment at 
both stations and Januszyk said there was. 

He said they stripped #31 and put it in 
#51 and they just got approval from the 
state. 

Young said if they have enough coverage 
without that engine, the $26,000 doesn’t 
have to be spent. 

Januszyk said he thinks the $26,000 
should be put towards the new engine. 

Mary Ban asked about the library 
money that has been set aside and Deputy 
Supervisor Karen Armatis said the 
township is saving the library money for 
the inside furniture for the media center to 
be created in the hexagon building across 
from the township hall. 

Young said an April 6 meeting with 
representatives of the library has been set 
up to work on the details. 

At the end of the regular meeting, resident 
Mary Ban asked if the library is trying to

Landstrom sentenced 
to five days in jail after 
jury finds him guilty

Former Van Buren Township fire fighter 
Kenneth Joseph Landstrom was sentenced 
to five days in jail by 34th District Court 
Judge Brian A. Oakley in his courtroom on 
March 29. 

The charges against Landstrom were one 
count of lying to a VBT police officer (Lt. 
Ken Floro) and one count of contributing 
to the delinquency of a minor (his former 
stepdaughter), both misdemeanors, last 
June in VBT. 

A jury trial was held Feb. 9 before Judge 
Oakley and the jury found him guilty of 
both charges. Landstrom was sent to the 
district court’s probation department for a 
pre-sentence report and recommendation 
for the judge before sentencing. 

Landstrom also had been charged with 
lying to VBT Officer David Champagne 
and Sgt. A. Smith, but those charges were 
dropped and consolidated into the one 
charge. 

Judge Oakley was upset with Landstrom 
for not staying away from the girl, who 
has since turned 17, who had been at the 
center of the criminal charges. The girl’s 
father Danny Rogers told Judge Oakley 
that Landstrom had sent messages to his 
family members with a picture of the girl at 
the top. Since cell phones are not allowed 
at 34th District Court, Judge Oakley asked 
the father to go out to his car to get his cell 
phone and show him, which he did. 

While Landstrom did not send the 
messages to her, he meant it for her to 
see, Judge Oakley said. He had ordered 
no contact. Judge Oakley then sentenced 
him to five days in jail and Landstrom was 
immediately taken into custody to begin 
his sentence.
